Legal Fees Paid Levee Lawyer Challenged 


The legality of payment dur- 
ing 1969 of $26,564 in extra legal 
fees to John Sprague, attorney 
for the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary district, was chal- 
lenged Friday in a special levee 
board meeting in which the 
trustees adopted a record high 
tax levy of $1,241,725 for the 
1970 fiscal year. 

Criticism of the fee payments 

made John R. Henne, 
executive vice-president of the 
St. Clair County Taxpayers As- 
sociation, who cited an attorney 
general’s opinion which he said 
precludes the right of taxing 
agencies to hire private attor- 
neys to handle tax objection 
cases, the purpose for which 
Sprague received the fees. 

Henne also cited a $2500 fee, 
which was in addition to the 
$26,564 total, which Henne said 
was paid Sprague for prepara- 


tion of a legal opinion involving 
issuance of tax warrants. He 
noted that in a case where such 
an opinion was prepared by 
Sprague or his office, the mat- 
ter involved later would come 
before the board of trustees for 
which Sprague is attorney and 
legal advisor. He did not chal- 
lenge the fee, however 

“This puts you in the posi- 
tion of ruling on your ow 
work,” Henne told the attorney 

Adopt Record Levy 

The discussion in which Henne 
suggested to levee board mem- 
bers that they “review this sit- 
uation with a view toward re- 
covering this money (the fees 
paid to Sprague followed 
adoption of the highest tax levy 
ever considered by the board 
and one which will put the dis- 
trict’s general fund tax rate at 
its maximum of 20 cents. 


Operational cost items of the 
new tax levy total $1,162,725. In 
addition are levies of $55,000 
for municipal retirement $14,- 
000 for auditing and $10,000 for 
liability. insurance 

The new total levy of $1,241,- 

is an increase of $191,475 
over the 1969 tax levy of $1,050,- 
250 which was made up of $995,- 
250 in operational costs and 
$55,000 for the municipal retire- 
ment fund. 

Henne pointed out that about 
a week ago he had asked the 
board for an explanation of the 
$29,046 item for payment of le- 
gal fees to Sprague contained 
in the district’s annual report 
which was released late 
January 

T was told that these fees 
were paid for services in han- 
dling tax objection cases which

Al- 
though it will be a partial one, 
(60%) it wii we just as danger- 
ous to sight as a total eclipse, 
according to the Illinois Society 
for Prevention of Blindness. 

Fifteen individuals in Ilinois 
suffered permanent eye dam- 
age by looking at the sun dur- 
ing the last eclipse in 1963. 

Sun glasses, smoked glass 
and over-exposed photographic 
negatives give little or no pro- 
tection, according to the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of 
Blindness. 

The greatest danger comes 
from ultraviolet and infared ra- 
diation emitted by the sun.

Pitfalls in Revising Constitution 
(Public Administration Service) 
The task of the Illinois Consti 


tutional Convention is not an 
easy one. 

A constitution is not a self- 
executing document. Whether 
it works as intended depends in 
many circumstances upon ex- 
trinsic factors which are never 

stant. 

requirement, 

a doesn't guarantee 

that the people will act more 

wisely than their public offi- 

cials, or that they will act at 

all. Propaganda can distort is- 
sues and predicted effects. 

People fail to vote and they 
sometimes vote their predilec- 
tions, prejudices, ignorance, d 
satisfaction, party affiliation 
and personal and group inter- 
ests without much regard to 
the merits of a proposal. 

The constitution may di- 
rect specific action by the 
legislature or by a public 
body, or grant it authority 
for action, 

But it cannot warrant that 
the directive will be obeyed, 
or obeyed more than hap- 
hazardly, or that it will not 
be distorted from the origi- 
nal intent. 

A variety of factors may in- 
hibit action —fear of change, 
fear of personal loss, partisan 
threats, or simply fear of the 
unknown or unfamiliar. 


A local body may lack funds, 
personnel or the expert advice 
which an activity requires. Or, 
as so often happens, it may be 
misled by citizen inertia or 
bickering among pressure 
groups, 

Most important are the atti 
tudes of the judiciary. 

By its nature, a constitution 
is interpreted repeatedly by the 
courts. They tend to follow rec- 
ognized rules of construction 
which constitutional draftsmen 
tend to ignore. 

‘The courts are fallible. They 
can construe a provision nar- 
rowly or liberally; then can dis- 
tort it to achieve a particular 
result in a different case; they 
can read a phrase differently 
than did the convention which 
prepared it. 

Much of the inflexibility, from 
which local government suffers, 
is the result of judicial absolu- 
tism of a century ago (the Dil- 
lon Rule, et al) when the courts 
were forced to make a policy 
decision on the relationship of 
local government to the state, a 
question on which the Constitu- 
tion was totally silent. 

These considerations, and oth- 
ers of a like nature, have sub- 
stantial influence on the worka- 
bility of a constitution, and 
must always underscore the 
work of a convention, 
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Convicted Inciters of Violence Sought to

“Anarchy: A state of lawlessness or poli- 
tical disorder due to the absence of government- 
al authority. Anarchist: One who rebels against 
any authority, established order or ruling pow- 
er; one who believes in, advocates or promotes 
anarchy, especially one who uses violent means 
to overthrow the established order.” 

Imprisonment of anyone is hardly. a time 
for rejoicing, but there has been a loud sigh of 
relief from most Americans that five men tried 
in Chicago were convicted of going from one 
state to another to incite violenge at the time of 
the 1968 Democratic national convention. They 
and two other defendants, plus two defense law- 
yers, additionally were sentenced to confine- 
ment for varying terms for instances of court- 
room conduct ruled to be contemptuous 

Relief is felt because the defendants’ de- 
cision to ignore court authority did not go un- 
punished, nor did their abusive language, dis- 
ruptive tactics and physical acts prevent the 
trial from being carried to a conclusion. The 
lone exception to the latter point was jailed and 
is to be tried this spring. 

Had they been able to establish that the 
judicial process could not function when so 
challenged, a principal cornerstone of democ- 
racy and freedom would have been toppled or 
dangerously weakened 

As the definition of anarchy 
some form of governmental authority is essen- 
tial if there is to be freedom as Americans un- 
derstand it (not the freedom which is so t 
that everyone mist live by the law of the jung’ 
—survival of the fittest) 

Refusing to recognize such authority, the 
group admittedly did not expect to convince the 
judge, but did hope to sway the public. Its hope 
was that young people would rise up and over 
throw the government. A few did respond with 
vandalism, but the vast majority had 
enough to know that a new order so established 
could and would be far worse than our present 
system. 

It is true that their main offense was the 
making of speeches, but it has been well estab- 
lished that freedom does not include 
the right to shout ‘‘Firel” in a crowded theate 
leading to deaths by trampling. The holocaust 
they desired, the vast trampling of freedoms 
they sought to bring about, likewise was illegal 
and they richly deserve their punishment

Last Wednesday, a fairly typical 
day, he was interviewed by Chicago high school 
honor students in the morning, lunched with the 
Executives club, visited county offices in Wau- 
kegan, participated in a reception and dinner at 
Highland Park and attended a late evening re- 
ception in Bensonville. At each stop, he pre- 
sents positive points and proposals. 

William H. Rentschler, Smith's foe in the 
primary. also has been active on the campaign 
trail but has surprised party leaders with whom 
he once was associated by directing many of his 
remarks toward them rather than to the issues 
or the opposing party. Although it is felt that 
he has ability, his direct criticism of incumbent 
officials and his frequent predictions of a GOP 
defeat are such divisive tactics that they appear 
to have diminished his vote-getting prospects. 

Such developments are steadily increasing 
downstate Illinois residents’ confidence that they 
will he able to haye continued direct representa- 
tion in the U. S. Senate. 


How Not to Improve the News Profession 


“Anybody dumb enough to go to a psy- 
chiatrist ought to have his head examined!" We 
won't go so far as to agree with this old joke, 
but it came to mind as we concluded that a 
brilliant psychiatrist, Dr. William Menninger, 
has made a dumb proposal—testing, evaluation 
and licensing of journalists. 

A member of a national committee formed 
to study the causes of violence, he suggested 
licensing as a means of upgrading professional- 
ism in the news field. This supposedly would in 
turn lead to such expert handling of news that 
violence might not occur. 

There has been a trend toward longer and 
broader education of prospective journalists, a 
trend we applaud because the world is becoming 
more complex. Newsmen need to be knowl- 
edgeable regarding a large number of sub- 
jects in order to be able to report new develop- 
ments and to interpret their meaning. 

But the licensing proposal fails to grasp 
the fact that many of the qualities which make 
a journalist effective are not easily measured— 
such intangibles as the way he thinks, the way 
he deals with people, the extent of his indus- 
triousness and resourcefulness, his common 
sense, his dedication to fair play, his curiosity, 
his experience, his hunches, his ability to_de- 
tect it when there is “something rotten in Den- 
mark." 

It also seems probable that press freedom 
could take a beating, through potential punitive 
action by state licensing boards against enter- 
prising reporters or authors of critical com- 
ments. 

Journalistic improvement is possible. We 
feel it can only be made internally, not by a 
licensing board, if there is to be actual improve- 
ment rather than a worsening. 


Area Ranks Well in Competition for Federal Mass Transportation Funds

The Bi-State Transit System 
serving the metropolitan St 
Louis area in Missouri and IIli- 
nois compares favorably with 
the best systems in the nation. 

Its flexible system, providing 
350,000 daily transit trips, is 
well managed. 

Bi-State Transit will rank 
high in the competition for fed- 
eral assistance when President 
Nixon's Urban Mass Transpor- 
tation Assistance Act is ap- 
proved. 

President Nixon has made 
improved public transpor- 
tation one of the highest 
domestic priorities. Trans- 
portation Secretary John A. 
Volpe considers it the first 
order of business in the De- 
partment of Transportation. 
Since public transportation 

now has a new national priori- 
ty, it is important to know how 
this major legislative program 
will affect areas like St. Louis. 

The two-state geography of 
St. Louis poses special and par- 
ticular public transportation 
problems. We need to know 
more about how to effectively 
implement new  rapid-transit 
systems in areas with divided 
and multiple political jurisdic- 
tions. 

St. Louis is certainly proceed- 
ing a promising direction, 
and Bi-State Development 
Agency provides excellent lead- 
ership in marshaling all of the 
local resources to advance the 
present and future metropolitan 
St. Louis transit plans. 


The Transportation As- 
sistance Bill, providing for 
$10 billion in aid in the next 
12 years, was approved by 
the Senate Feb. 3 by an 
84 to 4 vote. Hearings in the 
House will begin early in 
March. 

The bill would authorize 
the Department of Trans- 
portation to commit $3.1 
billion .in transit subsidies 
in the next five years. 

This would assure an orderly 
and systematic attack on ma- 
jor transportation problems in 
both large and small cities 
across the nation. 

Grants are predicated on re- 
gional planning. This metropol 
tan area should rank high in 
the competition for federal 
monies since the Bi-State De- 
velopment Agency has a master 
transit development plan. 

The plan here projects pub- 
lic transportation needs in the 
metropolitan area through 1975. 
It includes estimates of cost for 
maintaining and improving the 
present system to make it com- 
patible with future rapid-transit 
in the area 

I predict that buses will con- 
tinue to be a major factor in 
metropolitan transit systems. 
They perhaps will be operated 
on dedicated streets, reserved 
bus lanes or urban highways 
built for exclusive use of high- 
speed buses. 

These are short and inter- 
mediate-range possibilities. In 
addition, modern steel wheel-on-

Whatever the future holds for 
the St. Louis area is up to the 
people of the community. Any 
sound transportation program 
must have community support. 
While the. nation is auto-ori- 


ented and bus ridership in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area is 
declining at a rate of 2.5% to 
3% per year, action must be 
taken to minimize auto use and 
contamination. One-half pound 
of carbon monoxide is produced 
by each pound of fuel used by 
automobiles. 


When Is Tax Estimate Mandatory? 


(Internal Revenue Service) 


Q) If IRS has mailed you 
estimated tax forms, does 
that mean you are required 
to file one of these forms? 

A) You do not have to file an 
estimated tax declaration for 
1970 unless you meet the re- 
quirements as explained in the 
instructions that came with the 
estimated forms. 

Estimated tax forms have 
been sent to every taxpayer 
who filed an estimated return 
for 1969 as well as to those tax- 
payers who may have been lia- 
ble for one because they had a 
balance due of $0 or more 
when they filed their 1968 re- 
turn. 

The forms are identified with 
the taxpayer's name, address 
and Social Security number 
just as they appear in IRS files. 

Read the instructions care- 
fully and if you are required to 
file an estimated tax declara- 
tion, be sure to use the form 
sent you. 

It will assure that your esti- 
mated tax payments are prop- 
erly credited to your account. 

Q) I just sent in my tax 
return. What records should 
I keep? 

A) Keep the records you 
need to substantiate the income 
and deductions reported on your 
return. 

Canceled checks, paid bills, 
Forms W-2 (Wage and Tax 
Statement) and 1099 (U. S. In- 
formation Ronin for Calendar 


Year), bank books and similar 
records, in addition to a copy 
of the return, will be helpful. 

Q) Will ‘the amount my 
daughter receives from a 
college scholarship affect 
my dependence claim for 
her? 

A) No, amounts received from 
a scholarship for study at an 
educational institution do not 
have to be included in total 
support in determining whether 
the support test for dependents 
has been met. 

Q) My wife and I both re- 
ceived 1040 tax form pack- 
ages in the mail because we 
were single in 1968. 

We want to file a joint re- 
turn for 1969. Should we put 
both name labels on the re- 
turn we file? 

A) No, use only your label 
since on joint returns the ac- 
count is primarily identified by 
the husband's Social Security 
number. 

You should insert your wife's 
first name and middle initial on 
your label and her Social Se- 
curity number in the space 
provided on the return. 

To make sure you are prop- 
erly credited for all withheld 
taxes and estimated tax, pay- 
ments, if any, enter the name 
your wife used when she filed 
her 1968 retum on the line un- 
der the address section of the 
form. 

Changes in address should be 
given here, too, 


Camille Was No Lady--Worst 


Disaster in U. S. 


History 


(American National Red Cross) 


“The greatest storm of any 
kind that has ever affected this 
nation, by any yardstick you 
want to measure with.” .That’s 
how the National. Hurricane 
Center in Miami described Hur- 


ricane Camille for the history _ 


books. 

The experts could hardly be- 
lieve reports of 210 mph winds 
from a hurricane hunter plane 
limping toward Houston after 
flying through Camille's center. 
Many Gulf Coast residents died 
because they found the forecasts 
of 20-foot storm tides incred- 
ible. 

Incredible is 
Camille. 

Smashing first at Louisiana, 
she pushed up 414 feet of water 
into the hurricane-proof Weath- 
er Bureau station high on stilts 
at Boothville and sent the Gulf 
of Mexico surging up the mouth 
of the Mississippi to burst the 
levees in lower Plaquemines 
Parish. 

She saved her worst Sunday 
night punch for the stretch of 
the Mississippi Gulf Coast that 
runs from Bay St. Louis to Pas- 
cagoula. The phenomenal 
winds, spawning many storm- 
hidden tornadoes and monster 
tides, left more than 55 miles of 
coastal damage that in many 
areas could only be described 
as a complete wipe-out, sweep- 
ing back for blocks and even 
miles in some places. 

Gulfport, Pass Christian, Bi- 
loxi, Waveland, Long Beach, 
Burns, Boothville became tragic 
names on a hurrican-swept map 
of human misery, 

The storm left hundreds of 
front steps leading to wreckage 
or to nothing at all. In Plaque- 
mines, the wipe-out ends in 
huge heaps of rubble piled 
against the back levees. 

The carnage stretched from 
the Fiorida panhandle to Louis- 
jana, The Mississippi coast and 
Plaquemines and St. Tammany 
parishes in Louisiana were 
hardest hit. 

All told, 43,000 homes and 
almost 1300 mobile homes 
in which people lived were 
destroyed or damaged, 
along with hundreds of 
small businesses, farm 
buildings and boats, 

While Gulf Coast survivors, 
Red Cross workers, the police, 
civil defense and military res- 
cue teams began their struggle 
to overcome destroyed commu- 
nications, impassible roads and 
other handicaps in a massive 
rescue and relief effort, Camille 
moved inland. 

Hurrican winds struck as far 
north as Hattiesburg and Jack- 
son, leveling some homes, un- 
roofing others, and continuing 
the weired pattern of sheared-off 
or broken pine trees that add to 
the nightmare look of the hard- 
hit areas. 

Turning sharply eastward, Ca- 
mille veered through Virginia 
and West Virginia, dumping tor- 
rential rains on tiny mountain 
communities where streams 
ran wild, dashing muddy waters 
into the James: River, which the 
next day flooded a large area 
around Richmond. 

Another 2400 homes destroyed 
or damaged, along with over 
1400 mobile homes, were added 
to Camille’s record books along 
her path in Virginia and West 
Virginia. 

The total number of dead 
in Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Virginia and West Virginia 
may never be known. More 
than 100 died in Mississippi 
alone, and many others 
were listed as missing. 

The Virginia death toll 
was 71, with scores missing 
. . . Whole families wiped 
out by raging flash floods. 
Thousands were injured, 
hundreds so seriously they 
had to be hospitalized. 

As the storm neared the coast, 
the Red Cross Hurricane Action 
plan—geared to Weather Bu- 
reau forecasts — had activated 
preparedness and relief meas- 
ures, 

Red Cross disaster staff and 
equipment were deployed to 
strategic locations. Hundreds of 
volunteers in local chapters pre- 
pared. to house and feed evac- 
uees. 

More than 100,000 people spent 
the night of Aug. 17, 1969, in 
hundreds of Red Cross shelters 
from Pensacola across to the 
New Orleans area. 

Later, in Virginia’s ‘James 
River valley, more Red Cross 
shelters cared for Camille’s 
flash flood victims from the 
mountain communities and the 
flooded lowland areas of Rich- 
mond. 

Two weeks after Camille had 
gone, hundreds were still living 
in Red Cross shelters while 
seeking temporary housing be- 
cause their own homes were 
gone or totally uninhabitable. 

But more swiftly than one 
might have expected in view of 
the incredible destruction and 
communications problems, the 
Red Cross, civil defense and 
state and local relief effort took 


shape. 

Coordinated by the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness, fed- 
eral agencies worked with the 
Red Gross, The Publis Health 

y 


the word for 


Service provided cots and blank- 
ets, the Department of Agricul- 
ture sent food and the military 
assigned communications, feed- 
ing and helicopter units to the 
Red Cross. 

Within just a few days, the 
Red Cross, aided by the Army, 
Navy, Air Force, Coast Guard, 
SeaBees, National Guard, Na- 
tional Defense Transportation 
Association members, organized 
labor, the Mennonites, Seventh 
Day Adventists, Catholic Char- 
ities and countless others was 
bringing in water, feeding thou- 
sands of people each day, dis- 
tributing clothing and cleanup 
supplies to people who could re~ 
turn to their homes, sheltering 
thousands, and beginning the 
difficult job of helping people 
pick up the pieces of their shat- 
tered lives, 

The Department of Housing 
and Urban Development pro- 
vided 2000 mobile homes for 
temporary housing. FHA made 
apartments and houses avail- 
able to the victims. 

Red Cross operational head- 
quarters were established at 
the Gulfport, Miss., SeaBee 
Base and Red Cross Training 
Center in Charlottesville, Va. 

Twenty-nine relief headquar- 
ters were opened in Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Alabama. They 
were in the Red Cross chapter 
house in New Orleans, church- 
es, school gymnasiums, court- 
houses, Community Action cen- 
ters and the NASA reception 
center, 

Tt was estimated that 22,000 
of the 66,000 Gulf Coast and in- 
land Mississippi families who 
were hard hit by Camille need- 
ed Red Cross assistance over 
and beyond the emergency aid 
because they lacked resources 
to manage their own recovery. 

Eight offices were opened in 
Virginiaa where Red Cross 
workers also used station wag- 
ons as mobile offices to reach 
Camilles’ victims in isolated 
mountain hollows, 

More than 500 Red Cross 
disaster specialists includ- 
ing disaster nurses came 
from all over the nation to 
the Gulf Coast areas to help 
meet the disaster - caused 
needs of Camille’s victims. 
As the Red Cross workers 

wrote orders for food, new 
clothing, bedding, cooking uten- 
sils and other urgently needed 
necessities they heard the voic- 
es of disaster victims: 

“I'm afraid I won't have my 
job. 1 work for the tax asses- 
‘sor’s office, but there's not any 
property to assess now.” 

“T've been working day and 
night trying to find things, You 
just keep hunting through the 
mud trying to find your stuff.” 

Or, ‘We've been staying with 
my Sister, I just grabbed my 
clothes and took off. When we 
got back down here and went 
over there, it was almost like 
going to a funeral. The house 
was full of nice furniture be- 
cause we worked for it, bought 
it and paid for it and we know 
what we had. There was noth- 
ing left, 

The words were spoken with 
weariness and pain but not de- 
spair, for as the shock wore 
off, the people. began doing ev- 
erything they could to get back 
on their feet, 

By Labor Day, over 16,000 
families in the Gulf Coast 
states, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia had turned to the Red 
Cross for help. 

Over the holiday weekend, 
while a group of Red Cross 
Youth from New Orleans as- 
sisted with cleanup operations, 
the SeaBees and Army Engi- 
neers removed more tons and 
tons of debris, telephone and 
power company people restrung 
miles of lines and replaced ‘hun- 
dreds of downed utility poles 
and hundreds of families re+ 
sumed at least some semblance 
of normal family living. 

One elderly Bay St. Louis 
couple and their middle-aged 
son lived at Red Cross expense 
in a motel while their home was 
repaired. 

The Red Cross replaced their 
essential household furnishings, 
paid for repairs not covered by 
insurance and provided another 
used car to replace the one they 
lost and which the son needs to 
get to work. Cost of this as- 
sistance was several thousand 
dollars, 

A young couple with six chil- 
dren—among them two pairs of 
twins — received hundreds of 
dollars in Red Cross orders for 
new clothing, a car so the man 
could get to his job in New Or 
leans and funds for lost essen- 
tial furnishings which could not 
be salvaged. 

All Red Cross assistance 
to disaster victims is an out- 
right gift, provided from do- 
nations through United 
Funds and Red Cross 


appeals. 

Because human needs cre- 
ated by this worst storm in 
American history are so great, 
the Red Cross appealed to the 
American people for a mini- 
mum of $15,000,000 to help cover 
the costs of rebuilding and re- 
pairing homes, replacing fur 
ture, medical aid and other 
aster-cqused needs for 
of Hurricane Gamilie, 
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be located at the Southwestern 
campus.
